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REVISED  BY-LAWS 

OF 

The  Hiram  Chapter, 

No.  2,  R.  A.  M.,  G.  R.  C. 


PREAMBLE. 

Whereas,  judicious  laws  and  regulations  are 
essentially  necessary  to  the  good  government 
and  prosperity  of  every  institution,  Therefore 
the  Companions  of  this  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  have  agreed  to  and  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing By-Laws: 

ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

This  Chapter  shall  be  known  as  "  The 
Hiram  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  No.  2, 
G.  R.  C.  ' 
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ARTICLE  II. 

MEETINGS. 

The  Regular  Convocations  of  this  Chapter 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  every 
month,  and  the  Annual  Convocation  on  the 
first  Monday  in  December  in  every  year,  at 
such  hour  as  may  be  named  by  the  Ex.  Z. 

ARTICLE  III. 

EMERGENT  MEETINGS. 

The  Ex.  Z.  may  call  Emergent  Convoca- 
tions at  the  request  of  any  three  Companions, 
or  whenever  he  may  deem  it  expedient  for  the 
benefit  of  the  order.  The  reason  for  convening 
such  meeting  must  be  expressed  in  the  notices, 
and  no  other  business  can  be  transacted  at 
such  Emergent  Convocation. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

ELECTION. 

The  First,  Second  and  Third  Principals, 
Scribe  E.  and  N.,  Principal  Sojourner,  and 
Treasurer,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  and  the 
janitor  by  an  open  vote  of  the  Chapter  at  the 
Annual  Convocation  of  the  Chapter,  and  with 
the  following  appointed  officers,  viz.  :  Senior 
and  Junior  Sojourners,  Masters  of  Vails,  Mas- 
ter of  Ceremonies,  and  two  Stewards,  shall  be 
installed  and  invested  at  the  first  Regular 
Convocation  thereafter. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

SCRIBE  E. 

The  Scribe  E.  shall  issue  all  notices  for 
meetings  seven  days  previous  to  each,  notify 
all  accepted  candidates,  record  all  proceedings, 
collect  all  dues,  prepare  the  returns  to  the 
Grand  Chapter,  receive  all  fees  and  other 
monies  of  the  Chapter,  keep  a  faithful  account 
of  the  same  and  pay  them  over  to  the  Treas- 
urer, taking  his  receipt  therefor,  prepare  an 
annual  statement  of,  and  report  of,  the  general 
condition  of  the  Chapter;  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  Scribe  E.  these  duties  shall  devolve 
upon  the  Scribe  N. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  from 
the  Scribe  E.,  and  give  receipts  therefor,  pay 
all  orders  drawn  upon  him  by  the  Scribe  E. 
countersigned  by  the  Z.,  or  in  his  absence  by 
a  duly  authorized  Past  Z.  of  the  Chapter,  and 
shall  have  his  books  and  vouchers  ready  at  all 
times  for  inspection.  He  shall  render  an 
annual  report  on  the  night  of  the  election  of 
officers,  and  shall,  on  the  night  his  successor  is 
installed,  hand  over  to  him  all  monies,  books 
and  vouchers  in  his  possession. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

JANITOR. 

The  Janitor  shall  attend  all  Convocations, 

and  every  other  necessary  business  of  the 
Chapter.  For  the  due  performance  thereof  he 
shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  every 
Convocation,  whether  regular  or  emergent. 
He  may  at  any  time  be  removed  by  a  vote  of 
the  Chapter  for  neglect  of  duty  or  other 
sufficient  cause.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty 
of  the  Janitor  and  Assistant  Sojourners  to  see 
that  all  Companions  come  properly  clothed  as 
Royal  Arch  Masons. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

EXALTATION. 

Every  candidate  for  admission  to  this  Chap- 
ter shall  sign  a  petition  in  accordance  with  the 
form  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  and 
shall  be  proposed  a,nd  seconded  at  a  Regular 
Convocation.  The  petition  shall  be  referred 
to  a  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Ex.  Z., 
lor  their  consideration,  and  if  reported  on  favor- 
ably, a  ballot  shall  be  taken  for  the  candidate 
at  a  Regular  Convocation. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AFFILIATION. 

Any  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  good  standing  de- 
sirous of  becoming  affiliated  with  this  Chapter, 
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shall  be  proposed  and  balloted  for,  and 
must,  at  the  time  of  his  application,  produce 
his  Grand  Chapter  certificate,  or  give  a  satis- 
factory reason  for  its  non-production. 

ARTICLE  X. 

BALLOT. 

Two  black  balls  shall  exclude  a  candidate. 
A  favorable  ballot  not  availed  of  by  the  can- 
didate within  six  months  will  be  deemed  to 
have  lapsed,  and  a  new  proposal  and  ballot 
will  be  indispensable. 

ARTICLE  XL 

FEES   AND  DUES. 

i st.  The  fee  for  Exaltation  and  the  Inter- 
mediate Degrees  shall  be  twenty  dollars,  pay- 
able in  advance,  which  shall  include  a  Grand 
Chapter  Certificate  and  the  cost  of  Registra- 
tion; but  a  candidate  who  has  taken  one  or 
more  of  the  Subordinate  Degrees  in  another 
Chapter  shall  be  entitled  to  a  reduction  of 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  degree  so 
taken,  and  a  Companion  who  has  already 
been  exalted  without  having  taken  the  Subor-  ■ 
dinate  Degrees,  can  have  the  same  conferred 
for  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

2nd.  The  fee  for  joining  members  shall  be 
four  dollars. 
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3rd.  The  monthly  dues  of  city  Companions 
shall  be  twenty-five  cents.  Any  Companion 
residing  three  or  more  miles  from  the  place  of 
meeting  shall  be  placed  on  half  dues,  viz., 
twelve  and  one-half  cents  per  month.  Any 
Companion  eighteen  months  in  arrears,  after 
having  been  duly  notified  and  summoned  by  the 
Scribe  E.,  shall  be  liable  to  suspension,  and 
his  name  be  reportod  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 
In  peculiar  circumstances,  advanced  age,  ina- 
bility, or  unavoidable  absence,  the  Chapter 
may  remit  a  portion  or  the  whole  of  such 
arrears. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

WITHDRAWAL. 

Any  Companion  in  good  standing  may  with- 
draw from  membership  on  paying  up  his  dues 
and  signifying  such  wish  in  writing  to  the 
Scribe  E.,  when  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  cer- 
tificate signed  by  the  Ex.  Z.  and  Scribe  E., 
under  the  seal  of  the  Chapter,  showing  that 
he  retires  in  good  standing. 

ARTICLE  JUL 

CHAPTER  PROPERTY. 

The  robes,  jewels,  furniture,  and  other 
property  belonging  to  the  Chapter,  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  vested  in  the  Council  for  the 
time  being ;  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  Chapter. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

COMMUTATION. 

Any  Companion  in  good  standing  shall,  on 
payment  of  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
($25),  and  all  arrears  to  the  date  of  such  pay- 
ment, be  thenceforward  exempt  from  the  pay- 
ment of  any  further  fees  or  dues,  but  shall  con- 
tinue during  life  a  member  of  this  Chapter 
with  full  privileges,  subject  only  to  the  liability 
to  Masonic  censure  and  punishment  for  any 
offence  other  than  the  non-payment  of  dues, 
provided  however,  that  the  above-mentioned 
sum  shall  be  reduced  by  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
($1)  per  annum  for  every  year  (not  exceeding 
ten  years)  that  such  Companion  has  paid  yearly 
dues  to  this  Chapter. 

All  sums  received  in  commutation  of  dues, 
shall  be  invested  in  the  name  or  names  of  such 
Trustee  or  Trustees  as  may  be  appointed  by 
the  Chapter,  and  no  part  or  proceeds  thereof, 
save  the  yearly  interest  derived  therefrom, 
shall  be  expended  except  upon  motion,  of 
which  notice  shall  be  sent  in  the  summons  to 
every  member  ;  nor  unless  it  be  assented  to  by 
three-fourths  of  the  members  present. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

TIME   FOR  PAYMENT  OF  DUES. 

The  dues  are  to  be  made  up  to  the  Decem- 
ber Convocation  in  each  and  every  year,  and 
are  due  and  payable  on  the  twenty-fourth  of 
June  in  that  year.  . 
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ARTICLE  XVI. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

i st.  The  Chapter  shall  be  ruled  by  the 
following  rules  of  order.  The  Chapter  being 
opened  in  due  form,  the  following  shall  be  the 
order  of  business  : 

ist.   Reading  and  confirming  minutes. 
2nd.  Business  arising  out  of  reading  of 
minutes. 

3rd.  Receiving  reports  of  committees. 

4th.  Receiving  petitions. 

5th.  Presenting  accounts. 

6th.  Reading  communications. 

7th.  General  business. 

8th.  Balloting  for  candidates. 

gth.  Conferring  degrees. 
2nd.  A  Companion  speaking  on  any  motion 
shall  rise  and  respectfully  address  the  Ex.  Z. 

3rd.  No  Companion  shall  speak  twice  on 
the  same  motion,  unless  in  explanation  ;  or  the 
mover  of  a  resolution  in  reply,  without  per- 
mission from  the  Ex.  Z. 

4th.  No  question  shall  be  entertained  un- 
less it  be  put  in  writing,  with  the  names  of  the 
mover  and  seconder  thereon. 

5th.  All  matters  relating  to  the  government 
of  this  Chapter  and  not  otherwise  provided  for 
in  the  Constitution,  or  these  By-Laws,  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  open  votes.  Each 
Companion  having  one,  and  the  Ex.  Z.  the 
casting  vote  when  required. 
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ARTICLE  XVII. 

AMENDING  BY-LAWS. 

No  alteration  shall  take  place  in  the  By- 
Laws,  unless  said  alteration  be  proposed  and 
seconded  at  a  Regular  Convocation.  A  copy 
of  the  proposed  alteration  shall  be  inserted  in 
the  summons  for  the  next  ensuing  Regular 
Convocation,  when  it  shall  require  the  consent 
of  -  two-thirds  of  the  companions  present  to 
pass  it  into  law. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Companions  to  be  furnished  with  By-Laws. 
Every  Companion  shall  sign  these  By-Laws  in 
token  of  his  submission  thereto,  and  shall 
receive  a  printed  capy  of  the  same  for  his 
guidance.
